2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of the invention of claim 1 is the recitation of a 
bipolar plate comprising a communicating passage which allows the first gas passage and 
second gas passage to communicate with each other. 

The primary reason for the allowance of the invention of claim 1 8 is the recitation of a 
bipolar plate comprising first gas passages formed on a surface on the side of the membrane 
electrode assembly, wherein one end of each first gas passage is connected to the gas inlet and 
the other end of each first gas passage is connected to a return part, and second gas passages 
formed parallel and adjacent to the first gas passages one after the other on the surface on the 
side of the membrane electrode assembly, wherein one end of each second gas passage is 
connected to the first gas passages via the return part and the other end of each second gas 
passage is connected to the gas outlet.
